SOIL ASSOCIATIONS

Wet clayey alluvial land-luka-Mantachie association:
Deep and moderately deep, poorly drained to moderately
well drained soils on flood plains of rivers

Flint-Wahee-Leaf association: Moderately deep and
deep, moderately well drained to poorly drained, nearly
level or very gently sloping soils of terraces

Bowie-Lakeland-Cuthbert association: Shallow to deep,
moderately well drained to excessively drained, nearly
level to moderately steep soils of uplands

Marlboro-Faceville-Greenville association: Deep,
maderately well drained and well drained, nearly level
to gently sloping soils of uplands

Bowie-Tifton-Sunsweet association: Shallow to deep,
dominantly well drained or excessively drained, nearly
level to moderately steep soils of uplands

Tidal marsh association: Very poorly drained marshland

Lakeland-Plummer association: Deep, somewhat excessively
‘arainde’ 1o verypockiyiaritadu,mneatiy evel soils of

pottom lands and nearly level to mederately steep soils

of uplands

Morfolk-Klej-Goldsboro association:  Deen, moderately
well drained and well drained, nearly level to gently
sloping soils of uplands

Lakewood-St. Lucie-Lean association: Moderately deep
and deep, poorly drained to excessively drained sails
that border salt-water and fresh-water lakes
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
